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M LIVED NOB IB ■ 
TQ ARISE IN THE NEWSPAPER WORLD 
There may have been and may yet be as great 
and as good men in the newspaper profession as 
was Henry Watterson, the last of the old school of 
Journalists to lay aside his pen, but we shall never 
see his like again, nor his peer for individuality, 
and striking genius. What we knew of Mr. Watter- 
son as mortal man passed from us Thursday in 
the dty of Jacksonville, Fla., but his soul and his 
great thoughts will Jive forever more. He real­ 
ized the scriptural promise of a long and satisfy­ 
ing life. He was eighty one years old when he 
died, apd the erownlng glory of his life was that 
he was able to continue his labors until the very 
end and t*hat he brought his genius down to the 
grave undimmed and untarnished. It is said that 
Horace Greely, the abolitionist editor oTThe New 
,Trftxi*e. was the greater advocate; that 
,'the''editor of the New York Sun out shone 
Mr. Watterson as a satirist; and that Godkin of 
n.tfce New York Post was the greater logician and 
scholar; but neither of these men can be counted 
r when all the things are counted 
making of a great editor. For 
treated, for individuality of ex­ 
length of service in his profes- 
Watt arson out stripped all his rivals, 
habit of mind was to consider care­ 
fully what was right and just and when once he 
decision nothing could swerve him from 
his course. In this connection his stand against 
the European Central powers in the early days of 
the great war is notabte. He attacked them in the 
editorial columns of the paper he edited for 50 
years, the LouisVille Courier-Joumal with ail the 
power of his mighty intellect, and with all the ac­ 
cumulated writing skill of a life time. His writ­ 
ings at this time will remain a great literary con­ 
tribution to the world war history—and as a great 
patriotic service to his country. He attacked the 
Germans early, at a time w hen it meant a sacri­ 
fice to do so. Louisville had as p rominent citi- 
aens many German people, and when Mr. Watter- 
son’a anti-German writings began to appear, their 
societies passed resolutions condemning his stand, 
and asking that he cease his attacks. It was all to 
no avail. The old warrior of hundreds of intellec­ 
tual and patriotic battles, laid on all the harder. 
Cato, in the Roman Senate did not demand.the 
destruction of the Central Powers. His famous 
slogan “To Hell with the Hoenzollems and the 
ff&psburgs,” will go^down in history along with 
Latin Cato’s “Carthago delenda est” ! 
Mr. Watterson had only his own will and 
judgment to consult, in his attack on autocracy, 
and in his advocacy of America entering the war 
on the side of the ¿lies, for a provision in the will 
of his old journalistic partner of 50 years, Mr. 
Haldeman made it obligatory, that in case a dis­ 
pute arose concerning the Courier-Journal after 
his death, Mr. Watterson was to be the sole arbiter 
It is a striking tribute to the friendship of Mr. 
Haldeman for Mr. Watterson. that although Wat­ 
terson was a minority stock holder, he was given 
control of the editorial policy of the Courier- 
Journal as long as he lived. The public services 
of the dead editor are familiar to the reading 
public, lie erttpred Journalism when a very young 
man, as a jjepofter on papers in Washington, D. C., 
where he was born, although his parents were 
Tennessee people and lived hot many miles from 
Nashville, The first paper started by the veteran 
editor, was the “Rebel” of Chattanooga, later he 
edited the “Banner” in Nashville, Jn 1868, he 
* entered partnership with the elder Haldeman and 
the two conducted the Courier-Journal for a per- 
a fod pf pypr fifty years. Mr. Watterson served in 
jfcheeivil war on the side of the Confederacy, and 
was attached to the staff of General Johnston, as 
chief of scouts, and it was while in this service 
that he received the title of Colonel. He served 
for a short period in the National House of .H p^ 
resentatives, and was a member of the Ways and 
Means committee. pHe remained 
a 
Democrat 
throughout his ttfe, but was So tolerant and broad 
minded in his judgments of the Republicans that 
he is said to have numbered as many among hfe 
friends in one party as in the other. His tribute 
to Abraham Lincoln is regarded as one of the 
most appreciative ever written. After giving up 
the routine of editorial wprk a few years ago, Mr. 
Watterson wrote numerous Magazine articles, in 
eluding his life memoirs, which appeared as a 
serial in the Saturday Evening Post, under the 
tftte *The Biography of ‘Marse Henry’ ”, 
This 
important record shows that for well on to sixty 
years there was not a public man in either Amer­ 
ica or Europe, that Mr. Watterson did.not know in­ 
timately, and with whom he had not often advised, 
on matters of national and world concern.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dac. 2 3 - 
The Alabama Tax Payers League was 
defeated in its iupreme effort to in­ 
validate the two year assessment sec­ 
tion* of the general revenue law when 
the supreme court Thursday not only 
reversed the decision of Judge Walter 
B. Jones of the Montgomery circuit 
court which held the sections tn be un­ 
constitutional but rendered a decision 
sustaining the validity In tuto of the 
section». 
The decision was ^incurred in by 
six members of the court, while the 
other, Justice Sayre, dissented from 
the majority and prepared an opinion 
in which he Insisted that the two year 
assessment was a violation of the 
state constitution, The opinion of the 
majority was prepared by Justice Mc- 
CleHon and was concurred in by Chhrf 
Justice Anderson, and Justices Somer­ 
ville, Gardner, Them»» and Miller. 
In reaching the conclusion that the 
legislature 
did 
not go beyond the 
power conferred by the constitution 
when it provided for a two year as­ 
sessment, the supreme court ruled that 
any tax payer who object» to the as­ 
sessment have a means of appeal each 
year either for the first year or tho 
second year of the assessment. 
Tho 
court went into a general review of 
the assessment sections of the revenuo 
law in showing that the legislature 
never intended to restrict or prohibit 
tho right of appeal on the part of any 
tax payer who felt aggrieved at any 
decision of the tax adjuster regarding 
the value of his property. 
The court did not pass upon the 
right of the petitioners to bring their 
appeal In Jhe form of an application 
for writ of mandamus, but confined 
the discussion of the case to the main 
point as to whether of not the legisla­ 
ture was within its pcnAsr to provide 
for a two year assessment and wheth­ 
er or not a tax gayer had a right of 
appeal from the assessment of the 
second year of the two year period. 
Thia decision disposes of one of the 
most important issues ever raised in 
Alabama courts.
